The Building Trades’ Strike 
Develops Into a Bitter 
Labor War. 


MAYOR APPEALS TO PEOPLE. 


CALLS UPON ALL CITIZENS TO 
USE THEIR EFFORTS TO END 
THE CONFLICT. 


Employers Decline to Arbitrate—Grand 
Jury Determines to Take Up the 
Question That Clogs All 
Industries. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. . 

CHIGAGO, April 28.—Unless conditions 
change quickly for the better, Chicago may 
see a reign of martial law like that of the 
1894 railway strike, with soldiers camping 
on the lake front and warlike displays of 
¢annon. Every industry in the city feels 
the baneful effects of the labor war, which 
had its origin in the strike in the building 
traces, which is still the pivot of the con- 
flict. 

Now there are indications that it will ex- 
tend to the railways. The Builders’ Council 
say they propose to appeal to the sheriff 
to protect non-union men, and that he will 
do so if he has to call on the governor for 
troops to help him. 

Mayor Harrison to-day issued an appeal 
ta the citizens of Chicago to use their in- 
fluence in settling the labor troubles. The 
city administration, he says, has done all 
in its power to bring about a settlement 
by arbitration, but has failed, and Mayor 
Harrison calls upon public spirited citizens 
to take up the question and fight it through 
to a termination. After referrring to the 
refusal of the contractors’ association to 
appear before the Arbitration Board ap- 
pointed by the City Council the Mayor's 
statement cont:nues: 


“Tt is time, it seems to me, for the con- 
servative contractors to withdraw from the 
contractors’ council. If it is in the wrong 
they should not countenance it, and if the 
Buikding Trades’ Council is in the wrong, 
the unions compas!ng it should withdraw.” 


Mayor Harrison also took further steps 
for the suppression of labor riots and the 
protection of non-union workmen engaged 
on buildings in various parts of the city. 
In written communications to every police 
justice of the city, the Mayor strongly rec- 
ommends that the justices impose the maxl- 
mum fine af $100 on every case of assault 
on a non-union workman brought before 
them, and heavier punishment, ff poss'ble. 
Through Chief of Police Kipley the Mayor 
has issued to the police an order to the 
effect that ‘‘on account of the continue] 
lawlessness and attacks on non-union 
workmen,’’ not more than two union pick- 
ets should be allowed near any building in 
course of construction, and that these pick- 
ets should be 
tinguishing badge. The order also _says 
that any laxity on the part of the officers 
in protecting the non-union workmen from 
assault willl subject the officers to trial 
and summary discharge from the force,

Additional complications have found thelr 
way into the labor situation through unrest 
occasioned by a strike among the employes 
of the big New York Central shops at East 
Buffalo and a strike among the telegra- 
phers of the Southern Railway. The latter 
trouble is said to be likely to reach rall- 
roads centering in Chicago. 


Chairman Goldzier of the special labor 
commission appointed by the City Council 
to investigate the labor troubles with a 
view to bringing about a settlement re 
celved a letter from the united contractors 
yesterday declining to appear before the 
commission. The reason given was that 
the case on both sides had been fully given 
before the subcommittee of the United 
States industrial commission, and had been 
widely published, and that nothing further 
could be accomplished by going over the 
same ground again, The letter was im 
part as follows: ;

One of the most important questions be- 
fore the people of Missouri is that of the 
taxation of franchises. 

The state board of equalization, accord- 
ing to good legal authority, has the power 
to tax franchises. 

The state board of equalization is com- 
posed of the governor, secretary of state, 
State auditor, treasurer and attorney-gen- 
eral. 

All of these officers will be elected next 
November. For the purpose of ascertaining 
the position of the Democratic candidates 
for nomination to these various offices the 
Post-Dispatch asked all of them the follow- 
ing questions: 

“Are you in favor of the taxation of 
franchises? 

“What in your opinion ts the best method 
of attaining this result?’ 

The questions were addressed to A. M. 
Dockery, candidate for governor; 8S. B. 
Cook, candidate for secretary of state; Al- 
bert O. Allen, Frank L. Pitts, A. H. Koll- 
meyer and Michael K. McGrath, candidates 
for state auditor; A. H. Bolte and R. P. 
Williams, candidates for state treasurer, 
and Edward C. Crow, candidate for attor- 
ney-gereral. 

Only two replied, Messrs. Crow and Mc- 
Grath. 

Messrs. Dockery, Cook, Allen, Pitts, Koll- 
meyer, Bolte and Williams did not answer 
the questions and their opinions on the 
question are unknown. 

Mr. McGrath made the following reply: 


1. I am in favor of taxing every article and thip 
Made a subject of taxation by the state.

In reply to the first question, I beg leave to say, 
I am in favor of the taxation of franchises. As the 
Federal Supreme Court has well said, in the com- 
plex civilization of to-day a large portion of the 
Wealth of a community consists of intangible prop- 
erty and there is nothing in the nature of things or 
in the limitations of federal constitution which re- 
Strains a state from taxing such intangible prop- 
erty at its real value. And whenever separate arti- 
cles of tangible property are joined together, not 
Simply by a unity of ownership, but in a unity of

Cassini, with pretty 
candor. not so good-looking; 
they have not such sweet faces; but they 
are beautiful in a different way.

The Russian ladies who have 
the reputation for great beauty have not, 
as a rule, pretty features. They are just 
magnificent in bearing, splendid in manner.

The features would be considered almost 
coarse, beside those of the American wom- 
an, but they are full of etrength and char- 
acter. 

‘‘The belles of St. Petersburg are the most 
brilliant women I have ever met. I think 
the Parisians have this reputation, but I 
take exception to it. We have a house in 
Paris and spend part of every year there, 
and I have made a study of the women. 
They are fascinating and witty, but they 
are not brilliant; it is very different. 

“They, toe, break down before they 
should; for they think of health after they 
have lost !t. The athleti> girl in France is 
an almost unknown quantity. 

“If women could be made to realize the 
force of this health argument! Why, the 
women of Russia last aud keep young in- 
terminably. They seem never to show fa- 
tigue; execpt, I ‘believe, there is one place 
in Russia called Cocasja, where girls ma- 
true and are married at the age of 10 or 11 
and are said to be the greatest beauties in 
all Russia. They are old, however, at 2, 
but this is due to peculiarities of the race 
and also to the temperature. 

It always seems to me such a shame 
to see beauty fade and droop. I[ am such 
a lover of it. I wish | might find a foun- 
tain of perpetual youth so that all the dell- 
cate, lovely beauty of American women 
might be preserved forever. 

‘The nearest I can come tis to offer them 
our Russian recipe, and the fencing club 
is part of it.

THERE ARE NINE STARTERS. 


Lieut. Gibson Is, of Course, Thought 
the Most Of and Will Be the 
Favorite.

Their Early Good Showing, in Fact, In- 
dicates That They Are a Really 
First-Class Team, 


The showing made by the St. Louis Club 
thus far has, with one or two exceptions, 
been satisfactory to both the fans and 
management alike. 

Truly the Tebeauites have not done as 
well at the etart this year as they did in 
1899. but this year they started the season 
by meeting a club that is admittedly one 
of the strongest in the league and at that 
they won the series. 

Such was not the case last season. The 
Cleveland Exiles who were only an excuse 
for ballplayers, were the opponents of the 
St. Louis Club on the opening day then, 
and they were followed by the weakest 
teams then in the national organization. 


Every game of the recent Chicago series 
should have been won by the Tebeauites, 
and it was only through the worst kind of 
a fizzle that the last game ofthe series was 
lost. Judging by thé form displayed by 
Tom Loftus’ aggregation at least three out 
of five games should be the record of the 
St. Louis Club, when they leave the Windy 
City for Pittsburg. And they should also 
carry away the majority of the games from 
the Smoky City. 

Fred Clarke, manager of the Pittsburgs, 
has been telling the baseball writers of Cin- 
cinnati and Pittsburg that his team is 
stronger than St. Louis. Clarke failed to 
demonstrate this fact when here, and # is 
only natural to suppose that what the 
Pirates did in the opening series in Bt. 
Louis is the best they are capable of do- 
ing. 

One thing that the St. Louis Club fs lack- 
ing in is eomething that should be remedied 
at once, and that is a fleld captain. That a 
captain is needed and needed badly has been 
demonstrated on numerous occasions in 
every game played at League Park this 
season. There have been two or three in- 
stances of apparent dumb playing, but if 
there had been a captain on the playing 


field those instances would not have oc- 
curred. No one finds fault with the man- 
agement of Manager Tebeau, but if he is 
not to take an active part in the game he 
ehould at once appoint a captain with the 
authority to coach the men while in the 
field. It is easy enough for the manager, 
or one of his numerous bench warmers, 
to coach a baserunner, but it Is an entirely 
different matter to coach a team from the 
bench when they are in the fleld. The St. 
Louis club is the only club in the National 
League without a playing captain, and they 
should not be unlike the others. 


Another weakness of the Tebeauites is 
their lack of baserunning quailties. St. 
Louis has a team of ball players that should 
be first-class men on the pases, but they 
have not as yet demonstrated that they are 
so.-. More of them showid pattern after 
Heldrick and Donovan, tne only two men 
on the team who have run the bases is they 
should be run. The coaching on the base 
lines can also be improved. There have been 
but few bases stolen by the St. Louis play- 
ers this season, and almost invariably they 
have been stolen by the same men. it and 
run playing is what wins games, and that 
is the kind of playing the Teheaulites have 
not been do'ng. That is the kind of playing 
that wll beat such clubs as Philadelphia, 
Brooklyn, New York and Boston, and win 
the pennant, and that is what every loyal 
fan in St. Louls wants the Tebeauites to 
do.

At the Merchants’ League Club meeting Tuesday evening, 
Judge Franklin Ferriss made an extraordinary plea for par- 
tisan organization. He said that at one time he did not 
believe party lines should be drawn in the management of 
a municipality. This was wrong. He now held that party 
organization should extend downwards through the State, 
city, county, ward, precinct, and even block. 

If parties are necessary in the government of a country, 
it may be well to have them thoroughly organized. But a 
municipal government is on different lines from the govern- 
ment of a State or a country. A municipality is an incor- 
porated body, created to dv certain public works, as well as 
keep order within its limits. So far as may be, its working 
force should be made up of experts, chosen for their special 
fitness to do the work required, without regard to their po- 
litical leanings, religious affiliations, views on the habitabil- 
ity of the other planets, or any other question outside of city 
management. 

A Private corporation makes fitness the sole test of em. 
ployment. Business experience teaches that this is the only 
wise course.

LINCOLN, Neb., April 28.—The political 
situation in Nebraska to-day is probably 
more interesting than at any time since 
William J. Bryan became a factor in na- 
tional affairs. May 2 the Republicans will 
hold their state convention, and, while 
the Democrats will not hold theirs until 
after the national convention, both sides 
are showing extraordinary activity through 
the state, April 23, Mr. Bryan returned 
from his Western tour, and immediately 
began a vigorous campaign in the state, 
speaking twice a day in some sections, This 
will be kept, up for several weeks. 

There is no disposition upon the part of 
the fusion leaders to disguise the fact that 
the state needs close attention this year. 
Not since Col. Bryan became a national 
figure have the Republicans mace such en- 
ergetic and cunning efforts to capture Ne- 
braska. Letters have been received from 
Eastern leaders recently that indicate that 
the vice-presidential candidate may be. se- 
lected from this state to run with President 
McKinley. With this idea in view the con- 
vention Wednesday will be instructed for 
either Thurston, Assistant Secretary of 
Wear Meiklejohn, ex-Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Lambertson or Gen. Charies Mande- 
Son.

A NEW NICARAGUAN TREATY. 


That Country Has Signed the Parcels 
Post Convention. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 2.—Senor 
Don Las F. Corea, the Nicaraguan minis- 
ter, announces that the Nicaraguan Gov- 
ernment has signed and approved the par- 
cels post convention between the United 
States and Nicaragua. This treaty will 
include Nicaragua in the same postal reg- 
ulations which now govern in Guatemala, 
Chil and other South American states. A 
commercial reciprocity treaty similar in 
terms to that signed by several of the West 


Indian communities, such as Jamaica, Trin- 
idad and others, has also received the sig- 
natures of Special Plenipotentiary Kasson 
and the ex-president of Nicaragua. 

These two treaties are expected to open 
up trade relations between the United 
States and Nicaragua upon an exceptionally 
favorabie footing. Both treaties will short- 
ly be sent to the Senate for ratification. 

Mr. Corea only received the cable noti- 
fication of the signing of the postal agree- 
ment to-day. 


NO MORE PNEUMATIC SERVICE 


Tubular Dispatch Company Will Dis- 
continue Its Business in New 
York City. 


NDPW YORK, April 28.—The first effect in 
this city of the action of Congress in re- 
fusing to appropriate money to continue 
the pneumatic tube mall service is the stop- 
page of the service by the Tubular Dis- 
patch Co. General Manager Bogardus of 
the company has notified Postmaster Van 
Cott that the service for transporting mail 
from the lower part of the city to the up- 
town station will be discontinued at once. 


Mr. Bogardus said: 

“Our contract with the government does 
not expire till July 1, 1900, but there seems 
no recourse for us except to submit. With 
the appropriation for the service shut off 
the contract is repudiated. We cannot 
carry on the service without compensa- 
tion.’ 


Postmaster Van Cott said: “I am not 
here to criticise Congress, but I hope some- 
thing can be done. I suppose we will be 
forced to send the mail from this office to 
the uptown stations by the Third Avenue 
Railway, as formerly. It only takes seven 
minutes to get a letter to Station H at 
present, where it will take an hour if the 
service is discontinued,”’

Mixed Drinks and Ice Cream Will Be 
Chilled by a Polar Blast 
From the Faucets.

WASHINGTON, April 23.—The “it’s QW. 
fully warm" complaint of Washingtonians 
in summer will soon be dispensed with. It 
will be superseded by householders order- 
ing the cook or butler to “turn on the cold 
air faucet. It’s a little warm.” . 

“The Washington Cooling Co.” has had @& 
bill introduced in the Hause providing for 
its incorporation. It proposes to furnish @ 
blast of air of arctic temperature to every 
resident at his home for a consideration. 

The plan of the company is to pipe 
through the streets and alleys of the city 
amd carry frigid air to all households, just 
as gas is now supplied. It Is supposed to 
receive this cold air from artificial ice, 
which {fs to be utilized far cold storage, 
refrigerating and like purposes. The prod- 
uct of the company wil! be sold just as is 
steam in some cities. Cumbersome refrig- 
erators can be dispensed with and ice cream 
can be made by turning a blast of cold 
air on the necessary ingredients 

The company also promises that when 
the summer sun its simply broiling hot in 
its intensity, by an arrangement of “cold 
air’’ pumps under a dwelling, any desired 
temperature can be secured.

IN A WAITING ATTITUDE. 


Belief that the Prosperity Cycle Has 
Reached Its Period and That In- 
activity May Follow.

NEW YORK, April 3.—Wall street 
inclined to read the signs of the day 
meaning ‘a little getback in our prosper- 
ity.” 

The market hall an undertone of depres- 
sion which did not reach to positive weak- 
ness. A waiting attitude would be the prop- 
er description. 

The report of the commercial agencies 
for the week, which make their appearance 
on Saturday mornings, caused a feeling that 
industrial and trade activity and business 
prosperity were not being fully maintained 
for the time being. There are suggestions 
in various fields that ruling prices are serv- 
ing to diminish umption to an extent 
that may necessitate curtailment of produc- 
tion and Jowering of prices. The report for 
March of the Lehigh Valley finished the ex- 
hibit of unfavorable results in the anthra- 
cite field. 

The bank etatement, while a strong one, 
according to the ordinary rules of interpre- 
tation, created an unavoidable impression. 
Preliminary reports of the large inflow of 
currency from the interior were fully con- 
firmed by the statement. This movement, 
in view of the ease of money at this center 
gives force to the fact that there is a fall- 
ing off in rete activity. This view, at all 
events, was the keynote of the dropping 
tendency of prices, to which there were not 
sufficient exceptions to affect the general 
tone. The eteel industrials were special suf- 
ferers, on reports of intended competition 
by the Carnegie comp any in the field for 
steel and wire companies’ products and the 
shutting down ‘for repairs’ of a plant of 
the National Steel Company. 

The week’s increase of loans is undoubt- 
ediy largely due to borrowing on sterling 
collateral.

Sion of bank note circulation and the dis- 
bursement of cash by the United States 
Treasury has overrun the needs of the cir- 
culation and is for ne funds back into the 
idle reserves of bank 

Prices of stocks are ‘rather higher at the 
end of this week than they were at the 
end of last, it having been considerably 
lower. The amount of support accorded 
to prices and the extent of the demand 
at any reaction in prices has been some- 
thing of a surprise to cheer vers. It was 
feared that the bre — In prices in the iron 
trade would induce widespread liquidation 
in securities.

blic nuisance, and the Supreme Court 
herefore has jurisdiction of this cause, 

They say, in conclusion, that if this case 
were a new one no difficulty should be ap- 
prehended; if no precedents existed, this 
should be made a precedent; the practice 
of polluting running streams, the waters of 
which men are compeled to drink, and to 
Tely upon, is a savage and barbarous one, 
which should no longer be tolerated in this 
mdvanced age; in all the more covilized 
communities sewage is Gisposed of by more 
modern methods than that which is now 
pro to be adopted by these defend- 
ants; upon the two propositions which are

WASHINGTON, April 28.—‘‘Governor, I 
hope you will be successful in obtaining 
what you want. I am heartily in favor of 
the St. Louls Exposition.

THE COLORADO IS_ RISING. 


WHOLE STATE AFFECTED BY THE 
DELUGE AND RAILWAYS ARE 
HEAVY SUFFERERS. 


Eight Lives Lost at Waco, and It Is 
Thought That Many Persons Per- 
ished at Other Points in the 
Track of the Storm, 


Rainfall of about 5 inches within the 
space of 24 hours in the Brazos Valley of 
Texas caused the loss of 10 to 15 lives and 
a property loss of $2,000,000 to $3,000,000. 

The region about Waco has suffered 
most, but the loss has been severe in 
Hill, McLennon, Williamson, Bell, Colo- 
rado and Bastrop Counties.

With a Much Inferior Force the Boers 
Inflicted Heavy Loss on the Eng- 
lish and Forced a Radical 
Change of Plans. 


LONDON, April 28.—Englishmen admit 
that the Boer generals have outwitted Lord 
Roberts. The credit for this new develop- 
ment of Boer strategy is given to Botha, 
Olivier and De Wet. Olivier led the Boers 
in their masterly movement down the Free 
State to Wepener, and after capturing 600 
British soldiers and succeeding in drawing 
half of Roberts’ army south of Bloemfgn- 
tein, suddenly marches his men safely 
northward to join De Wet at Ladybrand. 

Thus the enemy in the district south and 
southeast of Bloemfontein, even with their 
inferior forces, inflicted much severer losses 
on the British for all their numerical s8u- 
periority than the British inflicted on them, 
And now they have begun their retreat 
north after all these successes, and will join 
Botha at Kroonstad—a brilliant piece of 
maneuvering. 


The British forces are still, presumably, 
following the Boers northward, but at this 
hour there is no word from the mo&St in- 
teresting field of operations. 

A dispatch from Ladysmith under to- 
day's date says there are only small! parties 
of Boers in Tintwa Pass, but some hun- 
drede are guarding Van Reenen’s and 
Oliveshoeck passes. Commandants de Beer 
and Vannieskerk are in charge, and thelr 
forces have been so disposed that the whole 
body can be massed at any pass the Brit- 
ish may attempt to force.

WASHINGTON,April 2%.—The examina- 
tion of Gen. Merriam was continued at the 
Coeur d'Alene imvestigation before the 
military committee of the House to-day. 
He explained in detall his instructions. 
In a telegram from Secretary Alger of May 
31 he had referred to Gen. Merriam's 
“original instructions.’’ Gen. Merriam tes- 
tified that he had never received any 
“original instructions’ beyond the direc- 
tion to proceed to Idaho to put down the 
insurrection. He had applied to the de- 
partment twice for these “original instruc- 
tions.’”’ but they had not been furnished 
and he had come to the conclusion that 
Secretary Alger was in error. 

Regarding the incident of the pump men 
at the Tiger and Poorman mine he said 
that Gov. Steunenberg had asked what 
could be done to save the mine in case 
the men declined to take out permits. He 
had replied *at he did not feel competent 
to advise. He knew that to have allowed 
the mine to be filled up with water would 
have destroyed it as effectively as to have 
hlown it up with dynamite.

TURKEY HAS NC

Interference With the United 
States’ Plans Not Expected.

WASHINGTON, April 2.—The Uni‘ted 
States Government has not received the 
slightest intimation from any-European na- 
tion of ardisposition on its part to interfere 
in any manner in the present dispute be- 
tween the United States and Turkey over 
the American indemnity claims.

CARTER AS A CONVICT

ENGINEER CAPTAIN IN PRISON 
AT FORT LEAVENWORTH. 


SHORN OF LUXURIANT LOCKS. 


He Has Been Assigned to the Best 
Part of the Penitentiary and Will 
Be a Bookkeeper. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LBAVENWORTH, Kan., Apri) 2.—Capt, 
Oberlin M. Carter of the Corps of En- 
gineers has begun his sentence of five years’ 
imprisonment in the Federal Penitentiary 
here, and to-day wore the uniform of the 
convict for the first time. He was given 
his sult on his arrival yesterday evening, 
when ushered into the gloomy silence of 
the prison, with his number, 2094, stamped 
upon his back. 

Carter has been photographed and shorn 
of his luxuriant dark gray mustache and 
his long, wavy locks and photograpned 
again. His picture has been hung in the 
Rogues’ Gallery of the prison, taken in four 
different positions, He has dropped into 
the life of the convict and for five years, 
with clock-like regularity, he will sleep, 
eat and labor as the rules of the prison 


require. 

To this man of the world, accustomed to 
the daintiest luxuries, to perfumed paths, 
fine wines, the society of educated and re- 
fined pevple, the canirast must be shock- 
ing. At his meals an absolute silence is 
observed. To even speak for food is a 
breach of discipline and for a piece of the 
biack bread he must raise his hand in ai- 
lence. Coming from work in the _ shop 
where he keeps the books of the manufac- 
turing depariment of the prison, he must 
march with siow and solemn tread in a 
line of criminals, some of them the worst 
in the country, in the lockstep. 

Carter has been assigned to, perhaps, the 
best part of the federal prison, if there be 
such a place. His cell is in the third-story 
of the east wing of the main prison build- 
ing. The main part of the building faces 
south, and the wing in which Carter’s cell is 
situated runs north to the east of the main 
entrance. Up three flights of stairs the 
yrisoner must Climb every day, three times. 
iis cell is exactly like fourty-four others 
on the same floor of the building. It is 4 
feet wide, 7 feet high and 8 feet long. The 
sides and back are steel plates, while the 
top and east end, or front, is steel posts 
and bars. 

The cell faces the east and in this, per- 
haps, is shown a certain regard for the dis- 
tinguished prisoner by his keepers. Direct- 
ly opposite the came in which Carter must 
spend his weary days is a large window.

LONDON, April 2%.—A conspiracy to 
shield Queen Victoria’s kinsman the duke 
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of Teck, from the consequences of his 
responsibility for the Koorn Spruit disaster 
has been pursued with amazing audacity 
by the ministers. 

Under-Secretary Wyndham stated to the 
House of Commons that he 4id not know 
the name of the escort officer at Koorn 
Sprult, though the war correspondent of 
the Standard cabled at the time that it 
was the duke of Teck. This ministerial 
ignorance is either assumed or secured by 
simply refraining from making an inquiry. 

The House is powerless to press the gov- 
ernment for information on the subject, 
owing to the operation of a singular un- 
written but binding rule of procedure un- 
der which the House is precluded from 
debating, as a matter of urgency, any topic 
relating to which notice of a motion is 
already in. The result Is that when any 
subject fraught with the possibility of 
trouble for the ministers crops up, one of 
their followers immediitely gives notice of 
a motion respecting it, which motion can 
never be and is not ‘ntended to be debated, 
but nevertheless its existence deprives the 
House of its privilege of discussing the sub- 
ject. 

This device has been adopted in relation 
to the Koorn Spruit scandal In the hope 
that it may be forgotten in the rush of 
events at the seat of war.

The Post-Dispatch hears that before the 
duke of Norfolk left for South Africa Pre- 
mier Salisbury invited him to examine the 
situation, ascertain a possible basis of set- 
tlement and report unofficially to him. 

The duke is not likely to prove a peace- 
maker, as he is a rabid jingo, merely mov- 
ing in official circles in South Africa where 
mothing short of the extinction of the Boer 
Government and independence is deemed 
worth considering. 

The succession in the dukedom of Bt. Al- 
bans, created by Charles II. for the benefit 
of Nell Gwynn, is in danger of being upset 
by the war. The present duke has been in 
retirement since soon after his accession. A 
couple of years ago he caused a tremen- 
douse sensation at Cowes by an extraord!l- 
nary escapade. He let his steam yacht to 
the Drexels, but when they came aboard he 
treated their presence as an invasion and 
ordered the crew to drive them into the sea. 
He rushed for firearms, but was placed un- 
der restraint. 

He has not been seen since in society, and 
it is understood that he can never marry. 
His brother and heir, Lord Oberne Bean- 
clerck, a lieutenant in the Seventeenth Lan- 
cers, is now reported dying of enteric fever 
at Bloemfontein, and should he guccumb, 
the succession will devolve on another 
brother, who is an invalid.

The problem of reducing it is a greater 
problem than that which faced us at San- 
tilago and Havana. There the prevention 
of an epidemic of yellow fever nearly cut 
the death rate in two. The worst lacal 
epidemic is smallpox, which the Spaniards 
always kept more or less under control by 
vaccination. Inasmuch as two years of war 
put official vaccination out of the ques- 
tion for the time being, except in Manila, 
it is raging in the country districts. 5So 
many of Gen, Young’s brigade have it that 
llocos is under quarantine. 

Not smalipox, but tuberculosis, Is the 
worst enemy of the Filipino, who for his 
size is not only much less muscular but has 
much weaker lungs than the white man. 
In this climate the disease gallops with 
both white man and brown man once the 
germs take hold of him. The only hope 
for an American with tuberculosis is to 
send him to sea and to a colder climate at 
once. Delay in this has caused many 
deaths. No man of the sixty-five thousand 
here can be invalided home without the 
Signature of Gen. Otis, and the General 
writes a “No” opposite the case where 
there has been only a slight loss of weight. 
That and the length of time the patient 
has been in the islands are his crete- 
rion. Unfortunately for the poor consump- 
tive, he lases very little weight in the ear- 
lier stages of the disease. 


With the dreaded plague actually here, 
we have one thing to be thankful for, the 
Filipino is not as dirty as the Chinese. If 
he were Manila would soon be a worse 
plague spot than Bombay. Maj. Brown, 
who is in charge of the department of con- 
tagious diseases, is unearthing a hundred 
sanitary horrors a day. Just how long he 
will be permitted to continue his good work 
depends upon how much time passes be- 
fore the Chinese ‘‘boss’’ Pilanca, one of 
the three or four millionaires of Manila 
with the assistance of the Chinese consul, 
is able to convince the General that the sa- 
cred rights of their countrymen to cook 
and sleep over the.r cesspools are being 
unjustly curtailed. 

It fs a gaod sign that most of the plague 
cases are Chinese, as the Chinese compose 
only @ small portion of the population. As 
was known, immune fleas nestling in the fur 
of rats carry the disease, and a Chinaman 
does not mind sleeping in the nocturnal 
runway of all the rats. in the neighbor- 
hood, A flea jumps off onto his greasy body 
to wait for the next train, takes a bite 
and the germ is inoculated into the sleep- 
ing man. Just how far the plague will ¢o 
here no surgeon attempts to prognosticaie. 
Three days ago the first case out of town 
occurred, at Imus, twelve miles distant. 
Every article from a plasue-infested house 
is fumigated, and the house itself is fum!i- 
gated and whitewashed Inside with a car- 
bonized solution. 
rats that did the harm and are perhaps 
a mile away. In every city this side of 
Suez where the plague has appeared it has 
never been completely conquered. The Chi- 
nese rat “going abroad’’ from ship to pier 
with the hawser as a gangplank has caused 
thousands upon thousands of deaths. 

The Spanish kept out the plague by quar- 
antining ships from plague ports for ten 
days. Then if there was an incipient case 
on board it had plenty of time to develop. 
We are not the people to sacrifice the rights 
of commerce by such a harsh restriction. 
Last summer, under the excellent admins- 
istration of Dr. Bourns, we held shins from 
plague ports sometimes 4 and again 36 
ours, Of late we have not held them at 
all. Perhaps the plague would not have 
come in if we had, and perhaps it would 
just the same. 

The heart of the business portion of Ma- 
nila is almost entirely occupied by Chi- 
nese. Here they live in small, dark shops, 
trading in everything fram rice to vice. 
In the early days of our regime they were 
not even subjected to as much espionage 
as under the Spanish regime. The plague 
has awnkened us to the necessity of thor- 
Among other things, 
our Search for plague cases has revealed 
a traffic in girls. A Chinaman had estab- 
lished within the last few months a busi- 
ness in buying fram their parents the serv- 
ices of young girls in the provinces—price

AS A FAD. 


SHAMROCK EVERYWHERE WORN 


€t. Patrick’s Name Is to Be Restored 
to the List of Saints in the Eng- 
lish Prayer Books.

LONDON, April 28.—Though the Queen 
has returned to England and her remark- 
able visit to Ireland is now a matter of 
history, the latest fad shows no signs of 
abatement. 

Royalty’s presence in Erin failed to 
make Irishmen flauntingly English, but, 
curiously enough, made Englishmen an- 
noyingly Irish. Of this phase, which began 
by the universal wearing of the shamrock, 
there have been several striking examples 
this week. The lower house of the York 
Convocation, composed of sedate clergy and 
laymen of the Church of England’s North- 
ern Diocese, has adopted resolutions to put 
St. Patrick upon the pages of the prayer 
book, from which he was unaccountably 


missing St. Andrew is there, but Erin's 
patron saint was omitted when the reform- 
ers re-edited the liturgy. 

On a par with this action ts the agitation 
in Engiand over Irishmen’s right to wear 
kilts. Upon this momentous question Hon, 
William Gibson, son of Baron Ashbourne, 
lord chancellor of Ireland, has been lectur- 
ing to large audiences in London, dressed 
in the picturesque, abbreviated garb gen- 
erally associated with Scotchmen,. He makes 
an impassioned plea for the divine right of 
Hibernians to wear kilts. Mr. Gibson is a

woman and consistently resides in 
land. 

Now there Is talk of making the new Irish 
brigade masquerade in kilts, though the re- 
ports which have come from South Africa 
telling of the suffering of the bare-legged 
Highlanders, and of the sorrows which are 
attached to this out-of-date uniform are re- 
cent enough to banish the suggestion into 
the long list of foolish absurdities. It is 
probable that the War Office will take that 
view. 

In consonance with the Queen’s personal 
wishes, as many as possible of the new 
guards regiment will be mustered for the 
usual birthday trooping of colors and re- 
view coremonies in London on May 23. This 
ecanonizing and kilting would be merely hu- 
morous could the impartial onlooker forget 
the misery, poverty and stagnation of in- 
dustries that prevail throughout Southern 
and Western Ireland; but in view of the 
conditions that exist in that portion of the 
British Isles, the so-called shamrock craze 
in England can searcely be considered any- 
thing but an instance on the Laat of a ma- 
jority of England’s people on their complete 
failure to grasp the nature of Ireland's 
needs. however well meant and generous 
may be these outward, skin-deep signs of 
friendship.

RUMOR THAT BOTH MEN HAVE 
SOLD THEIR STOCK. 


Many of the Ins and Outs of the Re-| 


cent Deal in Wall Street May 
Be Given to the 
Public.

CHICAGO, Ul., April 2.—John W. Gates, 
Chairman of the American Steel and Wire 
Company, and John Lambert, President of 
the compan, will be in New York Monday 
morning to answer the summons issued for 
them on the charge of violating a section 
of the New York penal code relating to the 
misconduct of officers and employes of 
corporations. 

“I do not care to make any statement 
now, but all will come in good time,” said 
Mr. Gates.

Washington Seligman, 
comp.aint is that several weeks before Mr. 
Gates issued his statement announcing the 
closing of the mills of the American Steel 
and Wire Company because of overpro- 
duction and the lack of demand, the 
chairman of the company announced of- 
ficiaily that, in view of the great prosperity 
of the steel industry and the strong con- 
dition of the American Steel and Whre, 
they had decided to retire $5,000,000 of pre- 
ferred stock at par. 

On the strength of this statement Selig- 
man and one of his associates bought a 


large block of wire prefererd which was 
then selling at abourc 9, but slumped. 
These gent.emen be:ieve that these state- 
ments were deliberately misleading, for 
W.thin the fortnight after the announce- 
ment Mr. Gates not only declared that the 
mills of his own company were shut down 
as a result of the complete demoralization 
of the business, but other steel companies 
were equaliy embarrassed. 

It is current gossip that Gates, President 
Lambert and I. L. Ellwood have disposed 
of all their holdings in American § Steel 
and Wire and are out of the company in all 
but the formal resigning 

Lambert was hard hit b the slump in 
Wire stock which followed Xr. Gates’ sud- 
den order to close the mills. 

Messrs. Ellwood and Gates, it is report- 
ed, took over his stock and then threw 
it on the market. Intimations are said 
to have reached the New Yorkers that 
the Chicago men would organize a rival] 
company. To stop this the Seligmans in- 
tend to give the public the full benefit of 
Mr. Gates’ opinion, thereby precluding 
financial assistance to any new scheme 
which the wire manipulators may have. 

he Carnegie e:ement is also arrayed

A telegram from Pittsburg stated that 
unless the present management of the 
American company were ousted, Carnegie 
woud erect a $10, 000,000 wire and rod plant 
in Homestead.

GATES HAS NO FEAR. 


Says His Prosecutors Will Be Sorry 
Before the End. 

CHICAGO, April 2.—John W.Gates, chair- 
man of the board of directors of the Ameri- 
can Steel and Wire Co., and John Lambert, 
president of the company, left for New 
York to-night to accept service on any 
writs that may be issued for their arrest 


in connection with the recent scandal over 
the closing down of their mills and the 
consequent decline in their stocks. 

“There will not be any need of extradi- 
tion proceedings to get us to New York,’ 
said Mr. Gates. ‘‘We will be there Monday 
morning, ready for anything of this kind 
that may come up. tI don’t know why or 
by whom this business was started, but 
the fellows who are in it will have the op- 
portunity they need for that kind of a fight. 
We are going to see the thing through to 
the end, and it is my belief that the people 
who secured the issuance of those writs 
wilt be sorry for it , before they are 
through.”’ 

In the reports of the ‘matter wired from 
New York yesterday it was intimated that 
the departure of Gates and Lambert and 
the rest of the steel and wire aggregation 
from the East was accelerated by the fear 
that if they remained long these wriis 
would be served. Mr. Lambert was asked 
if that report was true. 

“I never heard of the business till 
read of it in the papers,” he replied. *“‘We 
were in New York several days, and if 
any one had really wanted to meet us on 
this kind of question there was plenty of 
opportunity to doit. More than that, it was 
known a couple of days before our de- 
parture from New York that we intended 
to leave when we did. If we wanted to 
dodge this question would we be going 
back there voluntarily now ?’’

When 
genuinely converted, people don't care for 
those things. Get the spirit of religion into 
them and they will have no desire for such 
diversions. |

It is a bad thing to specify that one can’t 
do this or can’t do that, in family life as 
well as in church life. Put people on the 
right line of action and they will do the 
right thing. 

I have never preached directly against 
these amusements. but I think card playing 
is infinitely worse than dancing or theatet< 
going, because of what it leads to among 
men and the bickering it causes among 
women, in the distribution of prizes, for iné 
stance. A card party, in this way, can caus@ 
more trouble in one night than can be 
squared up in six months, 

‘Dancing, I think, has a tendency to lead 
people away from the spiritual Ufe. 

As to theaters, I can judge only from 
what I hear @e young people say and from 
the advertisements I see on the billboards; 
and, according to these evidences, I think 
the theaters at present are giving us some 
pretty nasty doses. They have a distinctly 
bad mental influence.

FARMER-BOY SAILORS BEFORE 
WIBARKING AT THE NAVY YARD. > 
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By EDGAR STANTON MACLAY, Author of “A History 


of the American Navy.” 


ECRETARY Long has been quietly putting into operation a new 


evstem of enlisting seamen for the navy, which marks a nolta- 


ble epoch in the bettering of Jack Tar’s condition. 

It has long been regretted that such a large percentage of the sail- 
ors in our navy were of foreign birth. This was because seamen had 
been recruited mostly from seaport towns. Acting on the sugges- 
tion of Rear Admiral Arent 8S. Crowinshield, Secretary Long has 
been advertising for men in our inland cities. 

The inducements held out were good pay and a trip round the world 
in a comfortable ship, formerly a passenger ship of the Morgan line, 
fitted with many comforts not found in war craft. Only the 
men among the thousands who responded to the invitation were chosen, 
most of them being farmers. A draft of these men have been sent to 
San Francisco to embark in a transport, and will sail around Cape 
Horn for Hampton Roads. Another detachment has recently arrived 
overland in New Yerk and sailed last week in the transport Buffalo 
for Manila. 

On the arrival of these men in York Navy Yard they 
were taken aboard the receiving ship Vermont, where they were regis 
tered, washed and provided with outfits in conformity with the regu- 
lations. The men were in the highest spirits in anticipation of their 
“pleacure trip around the world,” at Uncle Sam’s expense. What a 
contrast this humane and manly method of enlisting, and treating 
Jack Tar after enlistment, forms to the brutal systems in operation 
a century ago! 


Jack Tar 100 Years Ago and Now. 


It tis difficult, in the light of present day conditions, to realize to 
what degrading depths hqnest Jack Tar had then been reduced. The 
horrors of the press gang can only be faintly imagined. Keven late 
as 1820—when in America the system for nearly half a century had 
been regarded as a relic of barbarism—Thomas Rowlandson depicted 
the press gang in all its medieval hideousness. In the Buffalo 
the 450 men enlisted of their own free wil! for only four years. how - 
Jlandsor in his picture entitled “The Press Gang,” has not exagegrated 
this too common scene. The fainting wife, the beseeching daughter 
and the wailing child only too plainly tell the brutal story. 

In an issue of the Oxford Magazine for the year 1770 a picture 
Was published under the caption “English Liberty Displayed.” 

Here we see a man, evidently in the higher walks of life, being 
seized in the public highway and torn from his family to be hufried 
off inte what was most properly called a “floating hell,” namely, a 
Eritish man-o'-war of that period. The following conversation is rep- 
resented to be taking place; 

Pressed man: For God's sake, gentlemen, don’t drag me like a thief! 

Wife: For goodness sake, dear, your honor, set him free. He main- 
tains his father, mother, sister and wife. 

Captain: Let them starve and be damned! The king wants men! 
Haul him gboard, you dogs! 

Life on board a Britsh man-of-war a century ago—and it was 
even worse in the continental services—beggars description. Flogging 
was quite a routine of each day. Lacerating human flesh for petty 
offenses was regarded as a necessary element of discipline. Such a 
thing as “moral suasion” or an appeal to the intelligence of nobler quali- 
ties of the seaman was unheard of.

The Glorious Privilege of Drunkenness. 


On rare occasions, such as in the case of a great victory, his re- 
ward was distinctively animal. Thomas Rowlandson has depicted the 
mannerean which Nelson rewarded his “brave tars” after the “glorious 
battle of the Nile.”’ in this picture we see the sailors in a drunken 
orgy. Grog, grog, and only grog, was their reward, while the noble 
Nelson himself is shown as leading the carousal. How different from 
the reception accorded to Dewey’s men after the equally “glorious” 
victory at Manila. 

One record of an American sailor tells how a seaman in the British 
fiftv-gun frigate Leander, which had been fitted. out @xpressly for the ~ 
purpose of capturing the American frigate Constitution, was per- 
mitted to have his wife aboard during the cruise. The chronicler tells 
that her husband frequently became jealous of her, but he gave it as 
his opinion that she was strictly true to her husband. They slept in 
hammocks, side by side, together with the rest of the crew, and aided 
much in breaking the monotony of the cruise with their squabbles. 

Daniel Maclise, R. A., in his famous painting entitled “The Death 
of Nelson,’’ in the Palace of Westminster, represents two women 
aboard the Victory, probably the wives of some of the seamen. It is 
known, however, that there have been cases where favored sailors 
were permitted to keep aboard women who were not lawfully married 
to them, while the officers themselves have been known to have main- 
tained women aboard British war craft for immoral purposes. When 
a British man-of-war entered an English naval port it was no un- 
common thing for seamen to bartér with the numerous women who 
ewarmed around the.ship to remain aboard during the ship's stay in 
port. ' 

It is admited that the United States has not only kept pace with 
the development of naval architecture. but has well sustained her claim 
to taking the lead over all competitors in these lines. But it Is not so 
generally known that we have taken the initiative in bettering the con-

From the time the’: United States. began building a navy !t has 
given its’ earnest attention to the seamen employed. The horrors of 
the cat-o’-nine tails were never introduced in our service. According 
to the articles of war in 1812 this form of punishment was limited to 
twelve lashes. To Commodore Levy must be awarded the credit of 
having been the “father of abolishing flogging in the United States 
Navy.” True, our commanders were loath to resort to this barbarous 
form of punishment, and it had practically died out before Levy secured 
the passage of a bill absolutely abolishing it, but the formal suppres. 
sion of the practice in the navy is due to the efforts of this officer.

“DR. DOCKERY” AT HOME. 


It would be superfiuous to say that Gal- 
latin is proud of Dockery. But it is true as 
it is everywhere else to a slight degree that 
a “prophet is not without honor, save in his 
own country."” To the people of Gallati: 
he is plain Dr. Dockery, whom they all 
know and like. They know he was a valu- 
able congressman, but they particularly em- 
phasize his success as a road overseer and 
mayor. They are proud that Gallatin is to 
furnish the state with a governor and they 
appreciate the new importance of their town 
on that account. But when the stranger 
enters the town and talks about Dockery 
in the way he is prompted to do by the 
prominence Dockery has attained in the 
@tate and nation, Gallatin wonders. They do 
not discredit Dockery, but he is too familiar 
@ personality to them. 

To ame person in Galiatin this rule does 
not apply. In the mind of Simp Miller, an 
old-time darky, Dockery has assumed heroic 
Proportions. Simp’s devotion to him is 
absolute and his admiration is a mixture of 
@we and reverence. Simp is the only ne- 
gro in the town who has always voted for 
Dockery, and he says if the “Good Lawd’”’ 
epares him he will vote for him again next 
November. In Simp’'s eyes the Pres.dent of 
the United States is a pygmy beside ‘‘Marse 
Dockery.”

“nes# man as well as a good preacher, was 
able to fit him for practice. Dockery grad- 
wated at the St. Louls Medical College and 
finished his professional education at Jef- 
ferson Medical College, Philadelphia, then 
the mecca of all medica! students. 

He returned to Chillicothe and practiced 
medicine a short time. In 1874 a chance was 
offered to purchase the banking business at 
Galiatin of Thompson & Co. of Glasgow. 
Dockery and T. B. Yates purchased the 
property and organized the Farmers’ Ex- 
change Bank, which is still in existence, a!- 
though Dockery has no interest in it. Yates 
was president and Dockery cashier of the 
concern. The bank prospered. 

In 1878 Dockery was a delegate to the 
econgressiona] convention at Chillicothe, 
pledged to Mansur. The convention became 
deadlocked and in order te break the com- | 
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bination Dockery was offered the nomina- 
tian. He declined it on the ground that he 
was pledged to Mansur. In 1880 Randolph 
and Chariton counties voted for Dockery, 
although their delegates knew that Mansur 
was already nominated.

Prior to this 
tertained the idea of entering politics, 
these two circumstances caused his friends 
in the district to urge him to become a can- 
didate. He yielded to their persuasions and 
made the race in 1882. He was nominated 
and had little trouble holding the support 
of the district for 16 years thereafter. In 
1898 he voluntarily retired in order to be- 
come a candidate for Governor. 

Prior to his nomination to Congress, Dock- 
ery served two terms as mayor of Gallatin 
and it is the general opinion that he was a 
good one. His attention was directed chiefiy 
to the improvement of the streets of the 
town, usually,the worst feature of small 
country municipalities. Gallatin’s macadam 
streets still bear evidence of his work and 
the town learned to value them. During his 
service in congress he was appointed special 
road overseer by the county court. He as- 
eumed the office seriously, in the spirit in 
which it was conferred, and during vaca-

Bishop Montgomery is a power in South- 
ern California. His determined character 
and frank way of expressing his views on 
all public questions have endeared him to 
all Catholics in his diocese and have won 
for him the admiration and respect of all 
outside the church who cannot agree with 
him in his opinions. 

It is rather unusual in the Catholic 
Church to find so young a man endowed 
with the high offece of bishop, and the fact 
that Bishop Montgomery won the honor 60 
early in life is an indication of his ability.

He was one of the few who that year 
had their ears to the ground and who 
heard the rumble of the approaching storm, 
He saw that discontent was general and he 
redoubled his efforts to win. 


HIS FORESIGHT. 


Other Democratic candidates were care- 
less and unheedful of the danger. Even 
Bland, close as he was to the people, did 
not eee it coming.

That year the clerks in Washington, who 
were incensed at his efforts to reduce thelr 
number, made his campaign espectally hard 
by sending several thousand dollars inte 
his district to be used again&’t him. 

Thousands of persons are asking the ques 
tions: What sort of a governor will Dock- 
ery make? What will be his policy as gov- 
ernor? These are questions that only time 
can answer satisfactorily, but it Is not @if- 
ficult to describe the kind of gavernor that 
Dockery is aiming to be. He boldly declares 
that he has made no promises to secure eup- 
port and admits frankly that !f his appoint- 
ments are not satisfactory he alone will be 
to blame.

| ALIFE TIME IN 60 SECONDS. — 


By Astronomer G. P. Serviss. 

OME recent experiments by Prof. Charles 8S. Schlichter in mage 
nifying by means of the kinetoscope the rate of motion in grow- 
ing plants about 606,000 times suggest very interesting possibili. 

ties in the application of a similar method to men and animals. Prof, 
Schlichter placed peas and beans in a glass case containing moist | 
soil and made photographs of them at regular intervals, both day and 
night, on a continuous photographic film, At the end of three weeks 
the film, with its series of photographs, were placed on the reel of an 
ordinary kinetoscope and run through the machine like any other “mo- 
tion picture.” The result was that there appeared on the illuminated, 
screen growing plants, which, starting with the appearance of the’ 
first germ bursting from the seed, passed through all the changes of 
three weeks’ growth in a few seconds. 

Suppose the growth of a child to be represented in this way for 
any desired period, which might be extended to years. Everybody 
knows that changes of the most subtle character constantly take place 
in the features and expression of children without even their par- 
ents or nurses being able to say just how the variations have devel- 
oped, or what their relations to one another may be. By the kineto-. 
scope method of magnifying the rate of development, all such obscure. 
relations would be rendered plain and a permanent record of them |- 
would be obtained. It. would be within the range of the possible to 
represent the entire course of a human life in this manner, although, 
of course, that life would first have to be lived through. After the 
more rapid changes of childhood have been passed, the successiv@ pic- 
tures might be separated by intervals of more than a day—perhaps 
one a week, or even fewer, would suffice. The final result as shown 
upon the screen by the kinetoscope would be a baby face, developing, 
changing, presenting the growth of new expressions, altering from in- 
fai.cy to youth, from youth to the stronger features of manhood, then 
gradually wrinkling, fading, becoming furrowed deeper and deeper with 
age, the cheeks sinking, the eyes losing their fire—until at last senility 
would gibber where childhood had smiled. And all this, which might 
have required 75 years of preparation, could be exhibited within the 
space cf a single minute.

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' ASHANTEE LAND 
The Theft of a Gold Stool Is the Basis of a 
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Quarrel With the 


Oddest of All the 


World’s Greatest Potentates. 
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HW King of Ashantee, Great Britain's 
implacable foe, is the most extraor- 
He 


dinary monarch in the world. 


is picturesque, powerful and a merciless 
despot. Twenty-six years ago England sent 
out an expedition at a cost of $4,000,000 to 
bring the King of Ashantee to terms, and 
hefore the expedition returned it had cost 
$4.000,000 more. 

This King lives:in the interior of Africa, 
;everal hundred miles from the Gold Coast, 
,on the western shore. He wears a girdle 
of dried grass around his bins, and a 
“plug” hat. Where he got this hat no- 
hody knows, but it Is his only crown. He 
has no throne, but instead he has a stool 
of solid «gold. which four slaves carry 
around for him wherever he goes. Upon 
this he sits and gives his orders. They are 
all verbal, but often they mean either life 


or death. 

The King's name is Prempeh, and he is 
the absolute monarch of more than 3,000,000 
savages. His emblem of authority is a 
giant umbrella. The spokes are of embossed 
gold, and on the end of each spoke is a 
human skull. This emblem has descended 
to him through a long line of ancestry. 

King Prempeh has exactly 3333 wives. 
Why this number should have been decided

His subjects love him because he is of their 
royal blood and fear him because of his 
cruelty. But they will allow no other 
country to interfere with their affairs, if 
they can help it. 

When, in 1874, England sent an expedition 
against King Koffee, the predecessor of 
King Prempeh, Sir Garnet Wolseley was 
at the head of it. He burned the King’s 
capital, Coomasie, and forced him to agree 
to certain conditions, among others that he 
would abolish the practice of human sacri- 
flees, but these agreements neither Koffee 
nor Prempeh have carried out. The con- 
sequence has been frequent trouble ever 
since Great Britain has undertaken the 
task of civilizing these black-skinned and 
untutored savages. 

The fact that the country of Ashantee 
is exceedingly rich in gold, and that France 
vontrols the neighboring country of Da- 


England's solicitude for the people of 

Ashantee and their comic opera king. 

There is probably no other savage race 
who are capable of putting up such a 
stim? Oght as the people of Ash- 
antee, for they are born warriors and 
love their country with a savage kind of 
patriotism. Besides, they would not dare 
refuse to fight. Refusal would mean not 
only disgrace, but instant death. The power 
of this picturesque monarch is unques- 
tioned. Should the Czar of all the Russias 
even think of doing what King Prempeh 
does and thinks nothing of doing, there 
would be a vacancy at the Winter Palace. 
The Sultan of Turkey is a novice in tyran- 
ny as compared with the black King of 
Ashantee. If his breakfast does not happen 
to agree with him, the cook is liable to lose 
her head, literally. ‘If one of his subjects 
should even happen to look at one of his 
wives, the sald subject would be conducted 
by a subordinate to some shady grove, or 
to the rear of the woodshed—and he would 
never return. Should any of his warriors 
refuse to fight—well, there is no telling 
where the gore-shedding proclivities of the 
monarch with the plug hat would stop! 

Whenever a King of Ashantee dies a 
guard of 2000 of his subjects are slaughtered 
to conduct him to the other world. It is sald 
that as many as 10,000 people have been 
slain on such occasions. 

Every time there is a national festival 
there are human sacrifices. In fact, blood- 
letting seems to be one of the principal oc- 
cupatioans of royalty in Ashantee. 

Back of the town of Coomasie there is a 
place called by travelers the Grove of 
Skulls, where the bones of victims are 
thrown. Here is what Henry Stanley said 
of it when, In 1874, as a war correspondent, 
he accompanied the expedition of Sir Gar- 
net Wolseley: 

As we draw near the foul smells * * ® 
became suffocating. It was almost impos- 
sible to stop longer than to take a general 
view of this great Golgotha. We saw 30 or 
40 decapitated bodies and countless skulls, 
which lay piled In heaps and scattered over 
a wide extent. The stoutest heart and most 
stoical mind might have been appalled. 


Several officers of the expedition, al- 
though it remained in Coomasie only two 
days, visited this Grove of Skulls, and sub- 
sequently described it as surpassing in hor- 
ror anything to be seen in the world. 

The King of Ashantee is opposed to prog- 
ress, He does not want any roads in his do- 
main. When the English cut thelr way in- 
land from the Gold Coast they left a fine 
road behind them, With several pistols 
pointed at his head the King agreed to keep 
this road in repair and not allow it to be 
overgrown, but he knew that the rainy sea- 
son was at hand, and that the English 
would have to hurry back to the coast. The 
road was never touched. 

The system of human sacrifices practiced 
in Ashantee is founded on a wild idea of 
filial duty, for it is believed that the rank 
of dead relatives in the next world will be 
measured by the number of descendants 
sent after them from this. There are two 
periods, called “The Great Adai’’ and “The 
Little Adali,’’ succeeding each other at in- 
tervals of 18 and 24 days after the death of 
some member of the royal house, at which 
human victims are immolated to a mon- 
strous extent. 

On the Great Adai the King visits the 
graves of the royal dead at Bantama, where 
their skeletons, held together by links of 
gold, sit in grim mockery of state. 
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The ridiculous King of Ashantee,

ARRY LEHR, one of the most re- 
H markable figures in New York 60- 
ciety, has not yet, it is said, reached 
the climax of his daring. It is now rumored 
that the Newport colony is to see this sum- 
mer still more astonishing evidences of Mr. 
Lehr’s originality than he has heretofore 
displayed. After studying the rare photo- 
graph of Mr. Lehr which the Sunday Post- 
Dispatch presents to-day the public may 
well wonder how this oan be. 

Many of Mr. Lehr's exploits have been 
made public. 

When he induced Mrs. Frederic Gebhard 
to wade in a Baltimore fountain at 2 a. m. 
people gasped. When he paraded a rag doll 
about Newport people gasped again and 
declared that sublime folly could go no fur- 
ther. And this photograph of Mr. Lehr in 
soubrette costume, in which he danced and 
sang rag-time eongs before a small 
audience of the most exclusive matrons in 
New York society might be supposed to be 
the supreme effort of even so accomplished 
a performer. 

Yet Mr. Lehr’s friends declare that his 
finest powers of entertainment have never 
yet been oalled into play in public, and that 
even satiated, world-weary Newport will 
marvel this summer as it never marveled 
before. 

Now, as to the original. 
Lehr? What ts he? 

By the grace of Mrs. Astor and the con- 
tinued favor of the emert set he is the 
leading favorite in New York society. By 
birth he is a German—the son of a German 
consul who went to Baltimore some fifteen 
years ago, and later died, leaving his son 
penniless and with no other visible assets 
than a certain useful quality which it were 
unkind to call assurance. 

By trade he le an agent for champagne. 

And by virtue of hie liberal natural en- 
dewment he jays claim to the following

ke He dances—most successfully in costume 
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fashionable drawing rooms. 
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He does daring “stunts.” 

He chooses, designs and intelligenily crit- 
icises women’s gowns. 

He is a social diplomat. 

He moves on practically no income, in a 
society composed of some of the richest 
people in the world. 

It may be surmised that this phenomenal 
eocial success of a penniless German from 
Baltimore is due to his personality. But, as 
a matter of fact, he has not an extraordi- 
nary pereonality. He is about 30 years old. 
He is short and not particularily slight. His 
eyes are blue, his hair fair, and he hasa 
equare, smooth-shaven, rather heavy face, 
which becomes attractive when he smiles. 
He is neither graceful nor distinguished in 
appearance. 

Nevertheless, he has 
traits. 

And one of them is an infinite good na- 
ture which nothing has ever been known to 
ruffle. Another is a sense of hum.r. Noth- 
ing funny never escapes him. He Is also 
famed for his readiness at improvisation, 
whether a song or story, and for his mas- 
tery of the negro and other dialecis. 

And, finally, he has a lisp. It is claimed 
by those who have coveted this particularly 
winning grace that a lisp cannot be bought 
or acquired. Mr. Lehr’s is inborn, inimita- 
bie. 


But he has other personal distinctions. 
There is le handshake, for example. For 
you realize why this petted young man is 
called “IAstiess Harry Lehr” if you are 
called upon to shake hands with him. The 
other person has to do all the shaking. 
Lehr simply raises his hand a few inches 
with ftanguid grace, accepts the offered 
gresp and wearily permits his hend to fall 
again to his side. He has animation 
enough at command, however, as certain 
of the more famous incidents in his biogra- 
phy go to show. 


Some time before Mra. William Astor 
swung open to him the modern gates of 
peerl Mr. Lehr won a pretty little reputa- 
tion In Bakimore. Penniless young men 
who vainly wonder how society may be 
stormed are advised to study the following 
incident: 

Mr. Lehr once left a Baitimore cotillion at 
# o'clock in the morning in the company of 
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Mrs. Frederic Gebhard, formerly Miss Lulu 
Morris, and a number of others. As the 
carriage drove by a public fountain Mr. 
Lehr, who was in a merry mood, *‘stumped’”’ 
Mrs. Gebhard to wade in the water. 

Mrs. Gebnard took the dare, laid aside 
her shoes aad stockings, and hand in hand 
she and Mr. Lehr promenaded around the 
fountain to the cheers of the others in the 
party. 

The social and-commercial value of this 
incident to Mr. Lehr cannot be overesti- 
mated. 

For, not long after, he became a recog- 
nized member of New York society, and it 
is an open secret that his patrician patron- 
essé, Mrs. Astor, it is said, was actually 
considering with favor a marrige between 
Mr. Lehr and her oldest granddaughter, 
Miss Van Alen. But “the marriage never 
came off. 

And Mr. Lehr's 


name has never since 
been connécted with anything in the nat- 
ure of a romance. ‘To girlish charm, even 
with a heavy background of parental pock- 
etbook, he seems singularly unsuscepti- 
ble. It igs rather to matrons that he 
persistently devotes himself. It is with 
the married women of the smart set, for 
instance, that Mr. Lehr flies kites in the 
surf at Newport and plays tennis on the 
sand in bathing costume. And it was in 
the company of Mrs, Oelrichs and Mrs. 
Fish that the famous ragdoll incident oe- 
curred, 

Everybody remembers how. last summer, 
these three started out.one day to aston- 
ish Newport It was Mr. Lehr's ready wit 
that suggested a visit to Annie McCarthy's 
shop, in Bellevue avenue. 

In an inspired mood Mr. (Lehr then 
bought the biggest and most beautiful] doll 


the shop contained, and announced that it 
was to be added to the party. Afterward | 
they all walked down the avenue, Mr. | 
Lehr holding one of the doll’s limp hands, | 
Mrs. Oelrichs the other, and Mrs. Fish ' 
walking by Mrs. Oelricha.

However, from these bones are 
now being constructed the skeleton of a 
dinosaur 3) feet long, and the pracess Is be- 
ing watched with great interest throughout 
the eclentific world.

Last summer, it will be remembered, an 
expedition consisting of more than 100 sci- 
entists from all over the United States, in- 
cluding Prof. Wijliam Trelease of Shaw's 
Garden and others from St. Louis, was or- 
ganized by the University of Wyoming to 
hunt for dinosaur fossils in Wyoming and 
Idaho, where they are more numerous than 
&t any other place in the United States. 
The fruits of this expedition, from a a«!l- 
entific standpoint, were very rich. 

The skeletons usually He deep in lava 
beds, from which they have to be cut out. 
Finally the huge bones have to be carted 
to the railway and then shipped. There are 
single pieces of skulls in the Yale Museum 
that welgh over three tons. One of these 
pieces of bone furnishes some idea of the 
s'ngle item of expense of transportation. 
There is also careful packing that is re- 
quired to save the bones from  0being 
smashed into dust. It has often cost $5000 
to get a dinosaur into the Yale Museum. 

But after the reptile is in the museum the 
expense really begins, if it is to be restored, 
Many of the most valuable and necessary 
portions of the skeletons are smashed to 
pieces before they reach the museum. The 
remains of a single bone often look like a 
bucket of coal. Over a big box full of such 
meaningless chips a scientist who knows 
every curve and line of anatomy sits for 
days and weeks fitting chip to chip an: 
bone to bone, until he, sometimes at the 
end of a month, has worked out the shape 
of a _Tib or a claw.

Sometimes a huge mass of rock Is braught 
to the museum with a few bones imbedded 
in it. Then a skilled workman must sit for 
days or weeks chiseling away flintlike chips 
as carefully as an artist cuts a diamond, 
One side of a bone is uncovered, then it is 
bound with iron braces and imbedded anew 
in a cast of plaster, ta hold it firm 
while the opposite side is chiseled out. 

When a hundred or a thousand such bones 
have been restored they must finally be 
fitted together into a skeleton correct in 
every detail, or else it will be worthless to 
Sclence. Same of the greatest bones ever 
dissovered have belongd to dinosaurs that 
can never be reproduced, because there are 
not enough chips in existence to piece out 
one complete section of a skeleton. 

After all the bones have been restored and 
a skeleton has been plotted out on paper, a 
new problem arises when the work of set- 
ting it up in lifelike attempted.

RINCE FREDERICK WILLIAM, gon 
of Emperor William, and crown 
prince of Germany, will become of 

legal age (18 years) May 6. There will be a 
great celebration all over Germany and a 
big gathering of royal princes at Potsdam. 
The crown prince wiil be invested with u 
score of honars, titlés and decorations. He 
has already been decorated with the Order 
of the Golden Fleece by the Queen Regent 
of Spain and one of his English uncles is 
to initiate him into the Order of the Garter 
for his greatgrandmather, Queen Victoria. 

The “young prince has just finished his 
studies at Ploen and has gone to Potsdam, 
where, on the day of his majority, he will 
Officially enter the army as an officer of 
the First Foot Guards. 


Prince Frederick is a fine specimen of the 
best type of the young German of to-day. 
He is well read,.a splendid linguist and an 
excellent musician, playing the violin ex- 
ceptionally well. He is enthusiastically a 
soldier like his father and a!! bis Hohenzol- 
lern ancestors, and as an officer he is said 
to be something of a martinet. 

At Potsdam he will have an establish- 
ment of his own, the Kabinetshaus, which 
was the residence of the unfortunate young 
Prince Alfred of Coburg, and will assume 
bis active duties in the regiment to which

Then he is off again, and between the 
pages of his railway novel or magazine 
he glances out of the window at the reel- 
ing landscape, which looks pretty much 
the same in one place as another, a little 
more monotonous in Indiana and Illinois 
than in Virginia or Western Pennsylvania, 
a larger proportion of negroes in_ the 
South than in the North, and that Its all. 

The country is being reduced practically 
to the likeness of a geometrical diagram— 
all straight lines meeting in points. The 
flesh and blood and human nature is left 
out of it. What shall be the remedy? 


There is one, and only one, soa far as may 
be seen with our present lights, and that is 
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his nature of one thing against another, and 
he demands for his happiness a balance in 
his environment likewise.

But there 
is much yet to be done, as persons who have 
lately attempted to cross the cont!nent on 
an autamobile will testify, and though the 
trip has several times been made on a 
bicycle it was only at the expense of hard- 
ships which none but the athletic can 
endure. 

As for the enterprise of crossing the con- 
tinent on foot, or even on horseback, it 
is practically out ef the question, thougn 


Something, ‘no: doubt, will be furnished

Ameng the many artistic constructions 
marking the 31 different courts or sections 
of the United States concessions in the ex- 
hibition there are none which, in the opin- 
fon of French architects, are so handsome 
and elaborate in design as the Mines and 
Metallurgy Building on the Champs d’ Mars. 
The facade is an art gem in wrought iron, 
bronze, marbles and stones, every part of 
which was prepared in the United States, 
shipped here and set up by American work- 
men. It was designed and built by Wins- 
low Bros. & Co. of Chieago. The chief 
etvle of the design is in free Italian re- 
naissance, much diversified; however, in its 
details in order to impart a@ gayer appear¢ 
ance and to combine grace and dignity. 

Two main entrance columns, DW feet high, 
between which rises and falls an elaborate- 
ly wrought iron portcull’'s gate, are in the 
center of the facade and have on either 
side four panels, or bays, terminated at 
each end by two other entrances, one bear- 
ing the designation “Iron and Steel” and 
the other ‘‘Petroleum.” “These columns are 
of cast iron; heavily eleotro-plated in stat- 
uary bronze metal. ‘They ere each sur- 
mounted’ by two large balls of open-hand 
wrought tron, topped by two large 

The general design consists of a 


forged 
eagies. 
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series of square marble columns, flanked by 
slender bronze-finixhed wrought tron col- 
umns, resting upon pedestals and capped 
by a cornice, forming a number of open- 
ings, or bays, through which a general view 
of the exhibits may be obtained. 

The capitals of the chief entrance col- 
umns represent the heads and horns of the 
now nearly extinct Kocky Mountain sheep, 
the curve of the horns lending itself re- 
markably well to this style of decoration. 
Over each of the clustered c#lumns on the 
freise is the national eagle and at the head 
of each, above the cornice, a large ball in 
burnished bronze. An origina] and pecti- 
liarly interesting feature is the representa- 
tion of the State and Territory seals, as 
well as six of the American Indian nations 
and the Hawaltlian Islands. They form an 
ornamental line running horizontally be- 
neath the cornice. Perfectly accurate in 
design, they exhibit beautiful examples of 
bas-relief work, having been modeled upon 
recent impressions lent by the Secretaries 
of the different States and Territories. 

The base and square columns of the fa- 
cade of the United States Mines and Metal- 
lurgy Building are in different marbles 
found in the Untted States, resting upon «a 
epecies of non-rusting wrought iron. There 
are also two granite and two oll-bearing 
stone columns. 

Amid the numerous exhibits in the fron 
and steel section may be seen those of the 
American Steel and Wire Co. in a hand- 
eome central pagoda, constructed by the 
artist of the facade; the Colorado Fuel and 
Iron Co., with bent rails, Bessemer steel, 
etc.: a model of California mill, the Tin- 
Plate Co., the Crescent Steel Co. of Pitts- 
burg, the Copper Queen Mining Co., ete. 
Then there cre building stones and clays, 
the Barber asphalt and epecimens of coal 
from different parts of the States. In the 
center of the building is a miscellaneous 
metallurgic exhibit of great value and &

First of a Series of Four Articles Written Exclusively for the 
Sunday Post-Dispatch, Giving the General’s Personal 
Experiences and Observations During His Recent 
Tour of Duty in Our Far Away Possessions. 


to a great degree involved in mystery, but 

through the researches of several Spanish 
historians during the nineteenth century, some lit- 
¢le light has been thrown upon it. 

It appears to be generally admitted that the orig- 
nal inhabitants were a very dark and inferior 
race called ‘“‘Negritos;” but many centuries ago 
Leople of other nations, attracted by the rich soil 
ané4 comparatively healthful climate of the Philip- 
pines, made their homes in various perts of these 
islands. The Arabs in. considerable numbers set- 
tied in the islands nearly a thousand years ego. 
Chinese and Japanese and Hindoos also made per- 
manent settlements. Intermarriages took place 
and resulted in the production of a mixed race 
found in possession by the Spaniards when Manuel 
de Legaspi, in 1564, forty odd years after Magel- 
fan’s voyage, took possession of the islands. 


THE ORIGINAL FILIPINO. 


It could not be said even then that they were a 
barbarous and totally uncultured people. They 
had ships and carried on commerce with China, 
Japan and India. They had factories where they 
worked in metals, iron,’ brass, silver and gold. 
They manufactured powder, made brick, excelled 
in wood carving, and some of their products of 
fron were spoken of as superior and even as 
euperb. The first Spanish colonists spoke very fa- 
vorably of the state of civilization in the island, 
reporting that the natives were a peaceful, quiet 
people and appeared to be governing with wis- 
dom. 

It was in August that I reached Manila. A 
typhoon had been raging some days and the bay 
was very rough, which is always the case in 
storms, as Manila Bay is more of an inland sea 
than a harbor. I was fortunate in being permitted 
to go ashore with the officers of the port who 
came out to meet us. Immediately upon landing I 
hastened to the headquarters of Gen. Otis, but as 
he was il! at his residence, I reported to Gen 
Gchwan, the chief of staff. The next morning I re- 
turned, found Gen. Otis and expressed to him my 
desire for service in the field and my readiness for 
immediate duty. 

It was the rainy season and the fall of water 
Was excessive and almost constant. This did not 
make it disagreeable to those who could be under 
cover, but the sentinels on post and those soldiers 
who were exposed had my hearty sympathy. No 
amount of protection from rubber coats seemed to 
be of service. The sentinels were constantly 
and thoroughly saturated with water. Those in 
Manila had good quarters and after finishing their 
tour of diity they were well housed and were able 
to make themselves comfortable with dry cloth- 


ing. . 


MANILA’S WALLED CITY. 


Manila is about 23% miles from the entrance of 
the bay. The original city, located on the left side 
of the Pasig River, was laid out 300 years ago and 
is really an enclosed fortification, It is built up 
closely, with narrow streets and encircled by mass- 
ive walls with six large gates, ramparts, sentine! 
towers and a deep, broad ditch into which water 
from the river or bay can be thrown by means 
of siuices constructed for that purpose. A century 
and a half ago this fortification would have been 
regarded as formidable. It is very much on the 
plan of a vauban front and there it has stood for 
some three centuries. The scars made in the walls 
by the English in 1762 are still visible. It is urged 
by some that this fortification should be removed, 
but I think this would be unfortunate, and woula 
rather see it preserved as the finest monument of 
antiquity in our possessions. It is, indeed, a unique 
specimen of medieval architecture. 


Le early history of the Philippine Islands is 


The ‘Walled City” !s about 4000 feet long and 
300 feet broad. The population within the walls, 
which is very dense, is, however, only a smal] por- 
tion of the real population of the whole city, as 
after a gradual growth of three centuries, Manila 
and its various outlying districts is now a closely- 
built up city, with a population which has been 
variously estimated, one official statement putting 
it as high as §6§=0,000. This is unquestionably mucn 
tco large, and I think 300,000 would be the outside 
limit. A partial census recently taken indicates 
even a much lower figure. The localities outside 
the walls are designated by distinct names: Binon- 
do, San Jose, Santa Cruz, Quiapo, San Miguel, 
Sampaloc, Tondo and Malate. 

These parts are more modern, and the architect- 
ure is generally of the character adopted by Span- 
iards. The most attractive of these {s Malate, the 
southern suburb, that portion extending along the 
water being a very desirable iocation for resi- 
dences. The houses face upon a broad street, and 
those on the water side have grounds extending to 
the bay, with bathhouses and pavilions, constantly 
washed by the surf and fanned by the sea breezes. 
They present very much the appearance of our 
seaside resorts, with this advantage, that while 
mite can enjoy bathing for only a few weeks, they 
have salt water bathing all the year round; and 
the beautiful flowers which flourish in their yards 


‘and gardens are as fresh and beautiful at one sea- 


son as at another. 

Business in Manila seems to be carried on very 
much as it is in New York City. The importing 
and exporting houses have thelr counting rooms, 
offices and storehouses, as we see like business 
carried on in Front and Water streets, in New 
York. We then see blocks of stores which remind 
us of the grocery and like business houses on 
West street; and in Manila, on the Escolta and Ro- 
sario, are numerous dry goods, notions and other 
retail houses like the stores of Sixth and Seventh 
avenues. Of course, there are no magnificent es- 
tablishments like those on Broadway and Four- 
teenth street, but there is a growing tendency In 
Manila to beautify the store fronts and arrange the 
windows in a tasteful manner. 

The most striking feature in 
churches. They are large buildings, 
walls and high towers, the architecture 
grand and imposing. A convent or monastery, 
erally a very large building, is connected with 
every church. The floors are all stone, and the 
rooms are occupied by members of reiigious or- 
ders. Most of the priests whom I met are very 
intelligent and are polite and courteous in the ex- 
treme. They took me through all the rooms, 
showed me the libraries and explained their meth- 
od of living, their lines of study and the work they 
had accomplished. 

One of che largest and finest churches in Manila 
was destroyed by an earthquake, and the ruins 
still remain, no attempt having been made to re- 
build it. 


GEN. WHEELER ASSIGNED.

He discussed sending me on 
a tour to the southern Islands, but as there was 
no cuty to be attached to the visit, I earnestly 
expressed the hope that he would assign me to 
military duty. During this time I visited various 
parts of the city, and aiso went up the railroad 
5h) miles to our advanced position. 

After a celay of eight days I was assigned to 
the command of the First Brigade, Gen, MacAr- 
thur’s division. I hastened to comply with the 
order, and after a few cays’ stay at San Fer- 
nando was directed to take command of the troops 
stationed at Bacaior, San Antonio, Santa Rita 
and Guagua, with my headquarters at Santa Rita.

Nearly all the inhabitants of these cities had re- 
mained when the.insurgents left, or had returned 
after our arrival. We established civil govern- 
ment, and everything was maintained in a quiet 
and orderly manner. At that time Gen. MacAr- 
thur was stationed at San Fernando, on the rail- 
road, # miies north of ‘Manila, and Aguinaldo, 
with the insurgent congress and cabinet, was at 
Tarlac, on the same road, 35 miles further north, 
while the American and insurgent troops closely 
confronted each other between those two points. 

The center of the insurgent line was on the rall- 
road a short distance north of Angeles. The en- 
emy'’s flanks, which extended some miles to the 
right and left, were thrown forward or toward the 
south, the effect being to in a measure encircle the 
more advanced position of our troops. 

The campaign in which the brigade I command- 
ed took part included the engagements at Santa 
Rita, Sept. 9 and 16; the attack and capture of the 
enemy's intrenched position at Porac, Sept. 28; 
several warm fights at Angeles, Oct. 10-2, in some 
of which the enemy's force numbered about 3500 
men; the advance on and capture of Bamban, 
Nov. 11, and the occupation of Tarlac, Nov. 13, 
which ended ali organized resistance to our arms 
in that part of Luzon north of Manila. 

The fights of Oct. 11 and 16 were considerable 
affairs. The attack directly in our front was by 
Gen. Concepcion, with the brigades of Gen. Hizon 
and Col. Queri, that on the right by Gen. Akino, 
and on owr left by Gen. Mascardo. 

Santa Rita is quite an old town and is very sim- 
liar to the other cities or pueblos in northern Lu- 
zon. The church and monastery face the public 
square. The'!r walis are very massive, some six or 
eight feet thick, and the budidings, taken all in all, 
imposing. The monastery had been vacated, and 
the priest and the city authorities kind“@y consented 
to its being occupied by two companies of our 
soldiers. They seemed to desire this; as it enabled 
us to give such perfect protection to the church. 


THE PRIESTS FRIENDLY. 


While I do not think that it was necessary, we 
consented to have ae sentinel remain in the 
church night and day, so as to prevent the possi- 
bility of anything connected with the altar being 
disturbed. The priest and presidents were in fre- 
quent communication with me, and our soldiers 
and the people were on the best of terms. 


informed, and no doubt my information 
was correct, that some of the leading men were in 
frequent communication with Gen. Mascardo, who 
commanded a brigade at Porac, about seven miles 
distant. It would have been quite difficult to have 
proved this against them, and I think that their 
reascn for keeping up this communication was to 
shieid themselves from punishment in case our 
troops withdrew. I think that they were at heart 
friendly to the Americans and preferred their oc- 
cupation, but if their sympathy with us had been 
suspected ind their sympathy with the insurgents 
had been questioned, they would have been in 
great danger had the insurgents rezained control. 

My tnvestigation ‘ed me to conclude that the pre- 
vailing sentiment, the great desire of the people, 
was for th restoration of peace, so that they could 
quietly pursue their vocations; and I am quite 
convinced that when they learn that such wil] be 
the case under American rule they will be per- 
fectly satisfied with our control of the islands. 
The priest and some of the members of his famliy 
were very agreeable and intelligent gentiemen. 

I went with members of my staff to his church 
and showed all respect possible to their order of 
service. The music was very sweet, and this I 
found to be the case in all the other churches vis- 
ited by me. At the time when I was present only

the women partook of communion. They seemed 
very devout, and nothing in my whole tour in 
ILu.an impressed me more favorably than the de- 
votion of the women. They are devoted to their 
churches, their religion, thetr children, their pa- 
rents and all their relatives. They are industrious 
in the extreme, and I never saw anything that 
couid be said to approximate frivolity. 

The women—that is, the ladies of the higher class 
in the cities, especially in Manila—are very strict 
in thelr etiquette, and among the laboring popula- 
tion there was a general air of modesty which 
Was quite noticeable. It is true they- have cus- 
toms which seem inconsistent with this, and their 
style of dress might be cited as not sustaining this 
view. The women of the higher class wear long 
dresses, but the laboring women wear short dresses 
aud ene shoulder is almost always exposed, but 
this being universal excites no criticism. My as- 
sociation with the peopte was largely in the cities 
and country of the broad rich valley extending 125 
miles north of Manila. With regard to the women 
in this lecaiity, I can say with confidence that the 
Seneral impression made upon our soldiers and of- 
ficers Was very favorable. 


ENEMY’S ATTACK BY NIGHT. 


At Santa Rita our sentinels were stationed on 
the main road entering the town. but this did not 
prevent ingress and egress by the people, and I 
had very good evidence that disguised insurgent 


the wounding of a Filipino boy, though not very 
seriously. 

I never learned definiteiy the extent of the ene 
emy's loss, and only know positively that two of 
thelr men were wounded. They protected them- — 
se.ves by the use of ditches and the elevation to 
be found in the rice flelds. Col. Bell, a most ex- 
eellient officer, was stationed at Basalor, three miles 
distant, with 300 men, and I was connected with 
him by telegraph. I had previously notified him 
to be in readiness, and when the attack commenced 
I directed him to move out on the road toward 
Porac, which would throw him directly behind the 
enemy. He promptly complied, and I moved dl- 
rectly forward, hoping that the enemy would be 
caught between two forces, but thelr retreat was 
verv rapid. 

Notwiinstancing this, col. Bell succeeded in 
overtaking and capturing five of the insurgents, 
One of these prisoners was a commissary sergeant. 
He wrote a good hand and seemed quite ineNigent. 
He told me his brother had been killed in one of é 
the early fights and that he was heartily Tied of « 
the war. He also informed me that Mascardo’s 
entire brigade numbered nearly 200 men, and that 
about two-thirds of these were armed with guns, £ 
found this statement to be very nearly correct. On= 
Sept. 16 there was another attack, but it was not by 
as large a force, and the enemy, after firing a few 


soldiers passed in and out of the town. 

The attacks of the enemy were always at night, 
and sometimes during the afternoon or evening 
preceding their attacks we would find the peopie 
preparing for safety by digging trenches and by 
putting up little defenses in their yards, and in 
some cases, where the ground floor was of earth, 
the trenches were dug inside the dwelling. I1 as- 
sumed that these people had received notification of 
the proposed attack from friends in the insurgent 
cemp. 

At Santa Rita and Guagua these preparations 
were sometimes made without being followed by 
a night attack. On these occasions I presume they 
had been informed of the proposed attack, which 
for some reason or other was not carried out. 
About 2 o’clock on the morning of Sept. 9 quite a 
formidable attack was made, nearly the entire 
brigade of Gen. Mascardo was engaged, a small 
force demonstrated against San Antonio and an- 
other small force against Guagua, while the main 
body of infantry and one piece of artillery attacked 
Santa Rita. 

We were well prepared and our men were placed | 
in protected positions, and the citizens also man- 
aged to protect themselves very well. There was 
a great deal of firing directly inte the town but the 
only casualties on our side were the wounding cf 
a Fillpino woman, whose arm was broken by a 
Remington bullet, and who was also struck by a volleys, retreated with great rapidity.

We 

are now settled in San Juan de Guimba, 
LaAizon. 

Tt is a very nice little town, about five 
miles square, and quite a distance from the 
railroad; it is 144% miles to Gerom, which is 
the nearest railroad town. 

We arrived here on the 3ist of January; 
it took us two days to come here from 
Panique, on account of our bull train; the 
bulls are very slow and cannot go very 
far in the hot sun. The roads were very 
dusty and it was very hot marching. We 
were glad to stop over night, although we 
have marched farther many a time before, 
The name of the town where ‘we stopped 
was Pura; it is a town like this, and is 10 
miles from here. We left there at daybreak

That night Gerona was attacked. There 
was only one company there (Company A, 
Twelfth Infantry), and the town being 
so large, one company could not protect 
it. Word was telegraphed to Panique for 
reinforcements, and two companies were 
sent out at once, leaving in different di- 
rections, one by way of the railroad and 
the other by wagon trail. They arrived 
at Gerona about the same time, but the 
rebels had left; they evidently had heard 
of the reinforcements being sent from 
Panique. Both companies remained there 
over night, but the rebels had left forgood. 
When I left Panique with the bull train I 
ad an escort of Company F, Twelfth In- 
ie as far as Pura, where they left me, 

I had thirty good men of M Company 
with me as a guard and I felt safe enough, 
but the colonel said I must have one com- 
pany with me as far as Pura. 


‘Between Pura and Panique is what all 
the soldiers of the Twelfth Infantry call 
the “Bad Lands of Luzon,” as there are 
always a band of robbers or rebels in that 
vicinity and they attack the native farm- 
ers who came into Panique to sell their 
rice, or to ship it to Manilla.

us, as it is always kept clean, and the grass 
{is cut by the natives. Every town also has 
a large bell tower. They have some very 
large and old bells in these towers and you 
can hear the bells for quite a distance when 
they are r'nging. The insurgents used these 
bells for signaling when they had posses- 
sion of the towns. The natives here have 
big cock fights every Sunday. They come 
in from all directions with roosters under 
their arms and dressed in their best clothes. 

Yesterday they had a big cock fight and I 
guess there were about four hundred men 
in town to witness and bet on the fights. 

The women take just as much interest In 
the fights as the men. 

There is a large stream running through 
the town where we bathe and there are 
quite a number of springs of good water, 
clear as crvstal and as coo] as icewater. 

We do not have much duty to perform. 
We have a guard and patrol for the town, 
and every day two squads, one from each 
company, are sent out scouting in different 
directions under noncomm'ssioned officers 
for a distance of about eight miles. That is 
all the duty we have except drill once a 
day. 

The people here are becoming more 
friendly toward us every day. They 4:d not 
like us very well at first, but when they 
found out why we came and that it was 
for thelr own good they began to treat us 
all right. The native farmers bring in all 

inde of fresh vegetables, fruit and fish, 
which they sell very cheap. You can buy 
all the bananas you can eat for 1 cent, and 
they are fine large ones, just as yellow as 
gold. Then they have some that are green 
on the outside when they are ripe. The fruit 
is dark and has a fine flavor. They are so 
rich that you cannot eat more than three or 
four. 

They have melons, but mot like any they 
have in the United States. There are some

They have a cane press, made of two 
large rollers of hard wood, which are about 
three feet long, set upright alongside of 
each other om a large stone. The top of 
the rollers are made like cogwheels, which 
turn together. There is a large pole 
fastened to them, to which a bull is tied 
and he turns the press. The cane 1s fed by 
one man, who places it between the roll- 
ers, and the juice runs down on the sfone, 
which has a groove in it around the rollers; 
it then rums through a long, narrow trough 
into a large pot, which sits on a furnace 
made in the ground. 

The furnace is made like a cave, out of 
clay, all you can see of it is the emokehole 
and firehole, the large iron boiling pot sets 
in the ground over a large hole, and in 
the front is a smal! hole wi@re a native 
stands and feeds the fire. It looks as though 
the pot was just sitting on the ground. Af- 
ter the juice is pressed out the vane !s laid 
out In the sun to dry, when it is used as 
fuel to burn in the furnaces. It makes 4 
good heat, and leaves no ashes, as the draft 
draws it up through the smokehole.

N response to the present urgent de 

| mands for a cable across the Pacific 
ocean, it ts more than probable that 
one wi.l be laid In the near future, and it 
seems to be a mere matter of detail just 
at present, the subject of the cabie iteelf 
being a foregone conclusion. Increased fa- 
cilities for communication are required in 
view of the changed aspect of our national 
relations with the East, and the consum- 
mation of such a project would be of very 
great strategic as well as commercial va)- 
ue. A line by way of Hawali, Wake and 
Guam to the Philippines would be a very 
expensive. project. but it would have the 
advantage of being an all-American route, 
and would give this country entire and ab- 
solute control of the line. A shortpr route 
has been proposed by a prominent @6ngineer 
through the Arctic regions, which does 
away with many of the physical difficul- 
tiles of the long deep-sea stretches of the 
southern route, and, as it offers a shorter 
cable and telegraphic line to Burope than 
by way of India, it is very probable that 
such a cable would @fvert « great deal of 


the business now commanded by the At- 
lantic and Indian cables. 

The proposed fouthern route runa from 
San Francisco to Honolulu, a distance of 
2408 nautical miles; thence to Midway Is- 
land and to Guam, another etretch of 3060 
nautical miles, or else via Wake Island, 
and from Guam to Manilla, a distance of 
1784 miles. The proposed branch to Yoko- 
hama of 186 miies added to th's will make 
a grand total of 942 nautical miles.
